MR. H. G. We W. WOODHEAL'S:

Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, -C. BE, the 
Editor of the CAina Year Buvk and the 
Peking and Tientain® Times, cceupied a 
short furlough. last year in writing o 
book, (The, Truth About the Chinese 
Republic: London, Hurst and Blackett, 
Lid., 15]- net). . After completing « this 
task he ‘returned to China and, as will 
be ‘remembered, paid an unexpected visit 
to Hongkong owing to the fact that he 
was one of the passengers on board the 
Tungchow which in December gat. fell 
into the hands of a gang of .Chinese 
pirates. ry ay at 


_ Mr, Woodhead bas been otinnonsle 
engaged in journalism in< ‘China,tor the 
| past twenty-three years and his book” ‘is 
an attempt to interpret to the Home 
public the issues which have ‘arisen le- 
tween China and the .Treaty Powers as 
Th 
is easy enough,” as he says, “ for” ‘the’ 


Larm-chair critic or the’ sentimientalist at 


home.'to: urge the scrapping of existing 


Treaties, and the relinquishment of :the 


privileges certain foreigners at present. 
enjoy, These people would probably take. 
a very different’ view if they had lived 
for any length of time in China, and had 
acquired a first shad knowledge of the 
actual situation.’ “Nor does the author 
believe that these critics are doing © aby 
real service to China, or to theié own. 
countrymen, by creating the" impression 
that the British and American publics 
have; completely succumbed to Chinese 


nationalist and Bolshevist propaganda. 


Mr. Woodhead starts his survey of 
recent Chinese history from 1898 and his 
first chapter deals with the last.years of 
the Manchis. He places -clearly:,and 
concisely before his readers” the ca

|} and sums up by’stating briefly his coa- 


ception of" Chinn’s present problem. it 
is a book which is calculated to enlighten 
public opinion regarding the natyre of 
the difficulties with which the Foreiga 
Powers are now faced and. we. trust Fs

too. little”knowledgs in the world ?ta-day 
regarding modern’ China, * The people of 
Europe and America who draw haaty. 
conclusions from brief cable messages are 
too frequently led astray by the pro- 
paganda of those whose poet it is to 
foment disorder.

“The real obstacles to China’s regenera- 
tion and progress," Mr. Woodhead, con- 
cludes, “ are’ to be found -not “in,{the 
attitude or policy of the Treaty” Powers, 
hut in China herself. “She has néver been 
a Republic in, aught but name since the 
abdication of the Manchus in February 
1919. The machinery for: the introduction 
of ‘really democratic government bag yet 
to be ‘produced. . 

“The Chinese “Republic, is a 1 myth. It 
will not be made a reality by subjecting 
foreigners to the ahuses and the insecurity 
under which the Chinese themselves have 
suffered at the, hands of | the Tuchuns. 
Since the’ passing of Yuan Shih Kai the 
authority of the Central Governndent has 
completely collapsed. The position. of, the 


.) Foreign Legations at Peking has beconie 


pathetic. They have had’ to ‘denl,Sfor 
practical reagons, with the Peking Go¥ern- 
“ment, which has heen the only adminis- 
tration accorded foreign recognition, But

cent of the national ‘revenues on which’ 
they can “lay, their hands,’ ‘These’ mili- 
tarists. are unmoved by the sufferings of 
their. fellow- citizens, end ‘now_ ignore, or 
impudéntly defy, both the Peking: ‘Govern- 
nent, and. the representatives of the Treaty 
Powers: “The: Chinese is not’ noted, ‘tor’ 
moral courage. “He con easily. kee ‘worked | 


Woodhead does not believe in|? 


aig into a. state of hysteria against for- 
eigners, hut he is more likely meekly,,to 
 aubmit to, or to attempt. to buy off, 
oppressors of his own race. Successful 
reaistance to oppression might have been 
organized in the days when the Chinese 
“soldier was’ equipped with spears and 
bows and arrows. It is a different matter 
to resist a tyranny enforeed by -ccolies 
equipped with rifles, aie pistols, 
and artillery, @ 


“There has from thme to time appear- 
ed to be a possibility of one" militarist 
subduing all his rivals, and imposing a 
dictatorship over the whole country, On 
each. ocension, however, the attempt to 
reunite China by force has. failed. The 
leading militarists have not had the finan- 
cial or military ‘resources, or the political 
ability, to seize and retain control of this 
vast country. The meréhant class, from 
whom'so much might have been hoped, 
have become disgusted with politics, and 
scem content to-day to carry on their 
‘trade by submission to military black- 
mail. 2 us 

“Years of domestic chaos have: resulted 
lin” widespread demoralization, |The old 
saying that “a Chinaman’s word is ns 
good as his bond," no longer holds true. 
Corruption and dishonesty are now as 
prevalent in commercial as .in official 
circles. It is always dificult, and fre 
quently “impossible, to, obtain. redress 
against fraudulent and defaulting Chinese. 

“The spread’ of domestic chaos has 
heen accompanied by a Wave of fation- 
alistic “feeli ing, especinily among the 
student class.*’ They ‘have been encour- 
aged by Bolshevik agitators, and to some 
extent “by missionary institutions, and 
now profess to ce: in-'' Wosterp imperial- 
ism,” * enpitalism,” and the “ unequal 
Preaties,’? the chuse of” China's present 
troubles. Yet if every “ unequal Treaty ” 
srere abolished to- morrow, China would 


be no better off. ‘ Such a step would, in- | 
4 deed, tend to aggravate friction between 


foreigners and Chinese, as. a “Fesult of 
subjecting .the former to abuses ‘from 
which they have hitherto beer immure. 
Irreparable injury would be done to 
legitimate foreign interests without in any 
wny assisting in China's regeneration. 

- “By the Bolsheviks the Chinese. are 
told that the solution of their’ difficulties 
is to be found"in the adoption ‘of  re- 
yolutionary’ “methods, They must. tear up 
‘the Treaties, engage in a bloody struggle 
with the foreigner for. national liberation, 
and ther they may hope to become as 
contented and 8 prosperous as the 
Soviet Republic ! Foreign commercial. 
interests in China, on the other hand, 
which have ‘been built up under: cireum- 
stances of unusual difficulty, are fearful 
of any serious madjfication of theit exist- 
ing immunities.’ They are familiar with 
the situation in China as it actually is— 
not as China's plausible representatives at 
international conferences represent it to 
be. They recognize ‘that ‘many of the 
Treaty rights to which they are entitled 
are either obsolete or incapable of en- 
forcement. But they prefer the evils they 
know to the uncertainties and. risks which 
would follow any alteration in’ their 
‘status, " 

“ Chinese and their sympathizers ina 
much of the ‘necessity of equality as the 
true basis of friendships. but mutual con- 
fidence is surely a prerequisite of equality, 
and such confidence’ is. impossible’ under 
existing conditions: However sympathe- 
tic they may be.towards China's aspira- 
tions, the foreign Powers cannot really 


deat on a basis of complete equality with’ 


a Government whose authority is openly 
flouted throughout the, country, and 
whose engagements are not worth the, 
“paper upon which they are ‘written. There 
must, of necessity, be an ‘atmosphere ‘of 
iinteality, about négotiations conducted- 
with a Government. which, when we come 
down te hard facta, can offer nothing but,| 
yague “and unsatisfactory promises” in 
return: for,ainy concessions which may be 
agieed to. . 

“ Fourteen years of chaos is an insignt- 
ficant period in the history of ‘a nation 
which goes back for thousands of. years, 
ind whose civilization was, for many 
centuries, in ‘advance of that: of. Europe. 
In the course of China’ & long and chequer- 


ed history , she has survived: decades and] 


even. centuries ‘of internal disorder. “And 
inasmuch as there: are no really funda- 
mental differences between the Chinese, 
whether -they come from the North or the 
South, ‘or the East or the West, ‘it may 
-beh6ped ‘that time’ will:;overcome the 
Fpresenit~ disruptive tendenicies. Meanwhile 
is, much to be said for the’ evaluy 
‘Hougry,.as. opposed to the revolutionary, 
méthod of- dealing with China’s foreign 
problems; ‘No. real good would be ‘done.
